Mock Parliament Adjourns at 
Early Hour 



GOVERNMENT SECURE 



Revolutionary Party Proposed 
Radical Measure 



The session of the Mock Parlia- 
ment held in the Union last night 
proved quite spirited, though a divis- 
on on the main bill before t'he House 
was postponed due to the desire of 
both Government and Opposition 
members to be at the C.P.R. station 
in time to cheer the teams leaving for 
Toronto. Thus what should have 
been . an exciting climax to a stren 
uous evening was of necessity post 
poned 'till the next meeting of Parlia 
ment. 

The Revolutionary Party put for 
vard a strong government, superior 
'n numbers throughout the session to 
he Progressive party in opposition. 
This was due in large measure to the 
energetic and systematic lobbying 

arricd on by members of the Gov 
iriim'ent before and during the ses- 
sion. A particularly conspicuous fig- 
trc-.in this res-pect was that of the 
Minister of Militia and Naval Affairs, 
while the Government whip was ab- 
sent, apparently. The Opposition was 
lot extremely active. Both parties 
had '.short meetings, while an import; 
tut meeting of the Cabinet was held 
shortly before th? opening of Parlia- 
nent. from which the ministers of the 
Government came forth much invig- 
orated. As the hour of the opening 
if the session approached the ladies' 

allcry became crowded, a fact which 
'he Opposition greatly appreciated 
atcr. Unfortunately the occupants of 
the Government benches are in a dis- 
advantageous position to appreciate 
the gallery in question. 

At eight-thirty Parliament was 
opened by the Speaker, Mr. Brook 
Claxton. The leader of the Represen- 
tative party in opposition, Hon. F. D. 
Peterson, iinmcdiatlcy rose to deny 
the rumor that the Representative 
party had in any way joined or af- 
filiated with the party formerly in op- 
position to it, though members of the 
former opposition might still be in op- 
position to the new Revolutionary 
■"arty, and its present platform as gove- 
rnment. The Opposition also . rc- 
■ucstcd that the Government mem- 
>e'rs be severely censured for lack of 
espect to the House as shown by 
their careless dress, possibly because 
•he Government benches are mainly 
under, and hence out of sight of, the 
ladies* gallery. 

The Minister of the Interior was 
questioned sharply as to what meas- 
ures were being taken to combat the 
enormously destructive swarms of lo-

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OVER-SPECIALIZATION. 



One of the oft-decried tendencies of the time is that towards 
over-specialization. Invading every phase of life, it leaves its un- 
mistakable, effects, and does not fail to permeate even the most re- 
mote corners of this complex world. 

, A logical consequence of this general tendency is found very 
clearly expressed in the various fields of Education. In the uni- 
versities of Canada and the United States it is particularly felt, 
and McGill forms no exception certainly. 

. The registration in the Faculty of Arts does not seem to grow 
nearly in the same proportion as that in the other Faculties. A 
close examination of this state of affairs points to the influence of 
ovcr-spccializatk-n as the solution. In the early years of McGill's 
history there was a far different attitude underlying the young man's 
purpose in going I i college. Then he went to McGill to become 
an. educated gentle nan; he went to McGill to acquire culture and 
polish. The recent Centennial Re-union gave us many shining 
proofs of his success. Today the motive behind the average youth's 
object in entering college is vastly different. Witness, for instance, 
the ever-increasing number of .students specializing in Economics 
in .the Arts Faculty, and. at the same time the ever-decreasing num- 
ber of those pursuing the general course. In short, the purpose is 
ot so much to gain a good general education, but rather to acquire 
ome special knowledge which will fit the student for some special 
cupation. Following the tendency of the world, the student seeks 
Halize even in an Arts course. The great majority* of Arts 
students, as soon as they arc permitted to do so, reject the study of 
the Classics, Mathematics, and very often English. The results are 
often too clearly seen. Too mail)- graduates from the Arts Faculty 
today have failed to acquire an education in its true sense. They 
have acquired, perhaps, some valuable special knowledge, but they 
sometimes lack all signs of polish and culture. 

It avails not merely to prove that this is a phase of over-spec- 
ialization. The tendency at McGill ought to be eradicated, and the 
University authorities should take firm steps to do so. McGill 
' "M ho able always to point with pride to all her graduates.

'Canada has nol even a single Univer- 
sity course in pulp and paper nianufac- 
ure," and' he continues to point out that 
there is no educational institution on 
[lie coii'ti lient with belter facilities and 
!;ctter provided with equipment incident 
to such a course as our own Univer- 
sity. 

There arc a number of students 'at 
McGill following various courses in 
Chemistry who intend to enter the pulp 
j.nd paper business after graduating, 
•lid it seems only right, considering that 
his is one of Canada's leading indus- 
tries, that these men should be afforded 
>ii opportunity at McGill of doing work 
a connection with the career they in- 
tend to follow. In the editorials above 
uenrioned, the editor suggests that a 
course hn started in conjunction with 
lie Forest Products Laboratories of 
tnada which have a well equipped pa 
r inili of semi commercial size, am. 
hat such a laboratory course be sui> 
ilcnienicd with an adequate course o 
.'Cturcs covering the entire industry, fk 
■ tatcs that "it cannot be denied that a 
.uung.nian entering the pulp and paper, 
•diiitry as a career will Rive niore..sa- 
.iSfaptory service" if he has had the ad- 
aniagcs of such a course. 
In a case such as this it is up to tht 
udents themselves to show by their ut- 
nost support that such a course it 
>o4h needed and desired, and not unf.K 
.hey do this can the authorities be ex- 
pected to take the matter up. Toroutn 
University has a course in forestry :• why 
should not McGill be first on the field 
with a course in pulp and paper?

Your enormous hospitality over here — 
and I may add, your vitality— (have 
drawn my attention irresistibly. The 
-eception accorded me in every city I 
'wc visited lias been very splendid 
and generous. My visit in Boston was 
particularly pleasant." 

"My purpose here"— tbl's i" answer .to 
another question — "it to «ement and 
help Anglo-American relations, and to 
•bind together closer the ties connect- 
ing our two great nations. I shaJI also 
treasure this visit as a personal enjoy 



ment, and from meeting so many of 
these wonderful people, I Shall look 
sliarp," she, added quaintly, "for the 
comparison - between Yale and Oxford 
or Cambridge." 

Mrs. Asquith declined to answer a 
question on the probable length of 
Lloyd George's survival as Premier. 
The only question oil a •political nature 
o- which she would respond was on hei 
ncrsonal viewpoint of the results of. the 
Arms Conference. Over this she. was 
very enthusiastic. "It has had the great- 
est and most beneficial effect of any 
meeting in the world's history. W. 
wc opened our papers at breakfast, on 
liwt morning back in November ,an<' 
read 'Mr. Hughes's simple, powcrfu' 
speech, we in England were deeph 
strucks. " Taxi-drivers in the streets of 
London shouted to each other, 'what ft: 
you think oT Ihe news?' and everyone 
knew what was meant. : And so it ran 
with all ot" us ; it was the talk of the na- 
tion. I think that 'tho 1 end has been 
fully worthy of that splendid- begin- 
ning," she c'onchided in quiet but sin- 
cere enthusiasm. 

Mrs. Asquith considers W'oman's 
greatest obligation to society to-day to 
be "attention to her husband, her fam-- 
ily, and her home." She decs not ap 
prove of women exclusively in politics— 
"this may sound- a bit queer," she said 
quickly, "but what I mean is that a 
woman's duty is first to create a home 
for her husband, and then, if she has 
thé requisite ability, to help him in his 
political • work. 

"There is a little matter," she said 
after a pause, "that perhaps the News 
can help me to clear up. I refer to. -that 
incident of my landing whe^i I. war 
asked if I knew Jane Adams, and anj- 
v/ercd in the negative. This I did 
thinking that personal acquaintance 
was meant. I am hot acquainted with 
her, but my husband has often spoke:- 
admiringly of her. I sihall count i{ a 
pleasure to call on Miss Adams when ' 
reach Chicago." 

Famous as Mrs. Asquith lvas been 
for the last thirty years, she became an 
even greater celebrity about a year ago 
when she published the autobiographj 
for which she had been gathering ma- 
terial a number of years. Her frank, 
outspoken comments on people of note, 
their sayings and doings, peculiarities 
ind characteristics, made a trcmendou' 
stir. Extracts from the work werè 
cabled to all part of the world; tin 
newspapers devoted columms to reviews 
and discussions. Praise and condem- 
nation, criticism and admiration were 
showered upon tiie fcarUss author. 
Since then the book has had a itrcirieii- 
dous'salc and lias already gone through 
numerous editions. . . 

The following is a quotation from one 
of Mrs. Asqiiiths character studies of 
herself : "I sum up my life in this way: 
An unfettered childhood and trium- 
phant youth; a lot of 5ove-making and 
a little abuse; a little fame and more 
^husc; a real man and great happiness; 
the love of children and. a soven-th hea- 
ven; an early death and a crowded 
memorial service."

A NEED TO BE MET. 

A properly educated business man 
should know more than the mere funda- 
mentals of business administration. He 
should be able to speak intelligently on 
a variety of topics. He should be 
familiar with science and literature and 
history. He should know not only how 
a corporation is formed, and the sales 
functions of a business letter, or ad- 
vertisement; he should know that 
Shakespeare Kved m the sixteenth, and 
and not in the twentieth century, and 
that Napoleon was a general and not 
merely a kind of French pastry. 

Students of advertising, salesman- 
ship and journalism especially should be 
given the opportunity for absorbing a 
certain quantity of classical knowledge. 
A salesman must: know not only the 
fundamental requisites of selling. In 
addition, it is essential that he be able 
to speak interestingly and intelligently 
on diverse subjects. 

Besides knowing the particular ad- 
vantages, and perhaps disadvantages, of 
his product, he should know something 
of art, literature and science. The hobby 
of the man to whom he is directing his 
appeal may be any one of these. 

In the very nature of things, the 
newspaperman must be ifamiliar with a 
vast quantity of cultural knowledge. 
Here such knowledge is much more im- 
portant than knowledge of a strictly 
commercial nature. 

Even the prospefllive financier or ac- 
countant should know more than the 
mere technical, business ' 'fundamentals 
of his occupation. 

To form a foundation for the fu- 
ture strictly professional work of busi- 
ness students, provision should be made 
for one of two year9 preparatory col- 
lege training. Tin's is the only way 
in which the need for such basic and 
essential knowledge can be met.

NO DECISION REACHED 
ON CHIEF MIL

custs "and other insects" at pdesent 
so ravaging the forests Of the coun- 
try and driving away tourist patron- 
age. The Minister replied that the 
opinion was unanimous on his side of 
the House that the most rapid and 
effective method was to send the 
members of the Opposition into the 
affected districts, as their presence 
would surely kill the insects imme- 
diately. The question was put as to 
who was Minister of Trade and Com- 
merce, and the Premier replied that 
the Minister of ithe Interior was in 
charge of that department, which oc- 
casioned great indignation on the part 
of the Opposition due to the relega- 
tion of this very important depart- 
ment to such an insignificant position. 
The Opposition demanded to know 
why Militia and Naval Affairs were 
under one head, and why the senior 
service was not placed first. Also, 
what action was the Minister taking 
regarding the white-washing of the 
Last Post? Sir W. Bwwer, B.W. & 
F„ replied that the Government had 
a resolution on the order sheet calling 
for the painting of the Last Post, as 
the whitewash was exhausted. 

Clerk Arthur Terroux read tlie four 
resolutions and the one bill for the 
consideration of the House. The res- 
olution on University Student Welfare 
called for a Government grant of four 
thousand dollars to first year men 
successfully covering the work of the 
year, the grant to be increased one 
thousand dollars per year as the stu- 
dents passed to the upper classes. The 
University Student Comfort Resolu- 
tion advocated the abolition of sum- 
mer readings and the provision of 
Chesterfields and other comforts in 
the university buildings of this coun- 
try. The third resolution was intro- 
duced dealing with University Stu- 
dent Bevoragc, and was received with 
great acclamation. It suggested that 
beer and wine be provided tree to all 
university students, and that Dr. 
Stephen Leacock be appointed the of- 
ficial Government taster to ensure 
high quality. The last resolution was 
a business-like statement of plans 
necessary to improve the status and 
state of the land and naval forces 
with a particularly touching reference 
to the C.O.T.C, 

The first Government measure, the 
National Welfare Bill, was read in 
attentive silence on the part of the 
members. This was the first indica- 
tion of the attitude the new Govern- 
ment proposed to take, and was ex- 
pected to give a clear insight into its 
policy. The bill provided a grant of 
$30 per week to each unemployed man. 
with $5 per week for each child. 
Piece-work and overtime were to be 
abolished, and the employment of 
married women, and children eigh- 
teen year* of age and under was to be 
prohibited. All incomes over $10,000 
per year were to he confiscated by the 
Government. Employer and employee 
were to be taxed respectively 20c and 
5c to meet the grants to the unem- 
ployed. Luxuries were to be taxed, 
and model cities established for the 
workers. 

As the first speaker on the hill, 
Premier Jones outlined the Govern- 
ment's policy, stating it stood for 
Canadianism— not Bolshevism. The 
Minister of Labor followed with an 
excellent address on the merits of the 
bill. Briefly, the state must accept 
responsibility for each and every citi 
zcn. Piece-work and overtime have 
long been a menace to the health and 
happiness of the laboring class. The 
erection of garden cities and the de- 
molition of the slums will render the 
position and life of the workers im 
mensely unorc healthy and satisfactory 
and thus increase the wage-earning 
and productive capacity of that class 
and pay for itself. 

Dillon, of the Opposition, denied 
that his party considered the Govern- 
ment policy radical— the policy was 
insane. It would encourage non 
workers, and increase that class enor- 
mously. A Government member rose 
to point out that "non-workers" were 
not mentioned— rite bill dealt only with 
the "unemployed." Th* opposition 
member, Roy Dillon, suffered from an 
affection concerning which the House 
was unable to decide whether it most 
resembled a human cough or a dog 
bark. The speaker concluded v.ery 
well amidst repeated interruptions 
from the Government benches. 

The Honourable E. W. Willard was 
the next Government speaker. From 
the beginning of his address he was 
subjected to considerable heckling, 
and a warm discussion arose as to 
whether or not he was reading "Snap- 
py Stories" as he spoke; and if he was 
whether the volume in question should 
be removed from the House or filed 
with the Clerk. 

The Opposition requested a state- 
ment from the Finance Minister, but 
Hon. Amaron excused himself on the 
ground that, following the attack of 
the previous night his physician had 
forbidden him to take part in the de- 
bate. The Opposition continued to 
demand that the Government suggest 
some means of meeting the expense 
occasioned by the proposed bill, and 
derided the various government ideas 
as mere "twaddle" The bill was char- 
acterised as very theoretical and im- 
practical, and a mere subterfuge of 
the Government to fix the attention 
of the people, while the railway and 
tariff are disregarded. The reply was 
that only one matter at a time could

Wells and Davis supported the mea- 
sure in a strong fashion. The Op- 
position proposed an amendment to 
allow Nationals of any country resid- 
ing here to benefit under the unem- 
ployment grants, but after short dis- 
cussion the amendment was defeat- 
ed on division.

When a man like Henry Ford advo- 
cates the substitution of some sort of 
land standard of values for the gold 
standard, in addition to the many pro- 
posed changes chronically being air- 
ed, there is good reason to consider 
the question. When a man with an 
audience as large and as uuanalytical 
as Arthur Brisbane's advocates pay- ! 
in'g for the bonus with unsecured 
greenbacks, it is time to start some 
-duration. The climax is seen when 
i United States Senator lets loose 
•i long tirade against the Federal Re- 
serve System which has been written 
for him by an ex-Comptroller of Cur- 
rency. Politics in the Federal Reserve 
System would wreck it as rapidly and " 
effectively as. polishing the works of 
a Swiss watch with steel wool would 
stop the watch. 

Plainly there is great need for edu- 
cative measures, counter-propaganda. 
At present plans arc on foot for, so 
to speak, popularizing the Federal Re- " 
swvc System-. It is unfortunate that 
it must be popularized because many- -• 
things suffer in the process. But it 
must be done, so that the United!.', 
States Senate will be aware of intcl- 
Hgeitt criticism it it proposes to med- 
dle with this delicate machine. And-., 
vet here is only one phase of t'ho : 
financial problem that needs clarifie»- , , . 
'.ion. The fundamentals of exchange,,, 
mil foreign trade are not so vital' . 
to welfare, except that it is chiefly 
ignorancc of them that leads to advo- 
cacy of most of the wildcat "—stand- 
ard" schemes. From top to bottom, \ 
a . thorough knowledge of economic . 
principles is sadly lacking. As a 
barter, wc recommend Economics A 
for about 90 per cent of the United"; 
States Congress. Then Professors ' : 
Taussig and Burbank might consider 
taking on the State Legislatures, in 
turn. 

Eventually there would be sotno. 
chance of educating the great mass. .

The eyes of the world have been 
focused on the colleges during the 
past year, and not without cause. The 
colleges arc undergoing a true period 
of reconstruction — and this is the 
transition period, out of -which will 
come what no one knows. The col- 
leges maintain today that the old or- 
der is reversed; that where a few 
years ago there was a seeking of the 
students and considerable concern 
over the possibilities of future enroll- 
ment, now curtailment of numbers, se- 
lective schemes of admission, higher 
exactions of scholarship before and 
aftar admission are the problems. 

President Aydetottc, in his recent 
naugural address at Swarthmorc, 
commenting on the new trend says in 
part, "The method . . . seems 
clear; to separate those students who 
are. readily interested in the intellectual 
life from those who are not . 

"With these more brilliant students 
it would be possible to do things 
which we dare not attempt with the 
average. We could allow them to 
pecialize more because their own 
alertness of mind would of itself be 
sufficient to widen their intellectual 
range and give them the acquaintance- 
ship with other studies ncccssaty for 
the liberal point of view. We could 
give . . . ■them also, greater inde- 
pendence in their work, avoiding the 
spoon-feeding which makes much of 
our college instruction of the present 
day of secondary-school character 
, . The. brilliant student should 
not lb* subjected to the petty, detail- 
ed, day-by-day restrictions and assign- 
ments necessary for his lead able fel- 
ows." 

In their pamphlet on "What the 
Colleges ATe Doing." published by 
Ginn and Company, it is declared that 
Dr. Aydclottc's .statement makes in 
effect a strong argument for the di- 
vision of .the student body into the 
honors degree groups prevailing in the 
English universities. There arc many 
ndications that certain American col- 
leges arc drifting, more or less de- 
signedly, in this direction, though the 
problem may eventually be solved 
otherwise, in some distinctly Ameri- 
can way. The cry thait such selective 
measure* are "undemocratic" is. al- 
ready heard in the land. 

The Harvard Alumni Bulletin 
sounds a different warning note as 
follows: 

"Intelligence must not be treated 
as if it were all there is to a human 
being. Physical and moral qualities, 
traits and powers must be taken into 
accounit. Nor can wc afford to foster 
ntellcctuality in ways which will un- 
duly isolate the man of intellect from 
lis companions and the world. If we 
arc to pick the man of ipowcrful men- 
tality from among his fellows, our in- 
struction must lead him in the end to 
apply his powers, then more fully 
trained, to problems which arc theirs 
as well as his. Such dangers, how 
ever, are out rocks to avoid, not bar 
riers to the course of the attempt."

INTELLIGENCE TESTS 

Though much is heard of the many 
jésts meant to demonstrate an ignorance 
already pre-supposcd on tlie part of- 
high school and college students, less 
is heard of another kind if test now 
much' used which sepms t.i reït on 
sounder Irascs and to give more depend- 
able results. This is die intcjligencv 
test, based on the work of such pen as 
Binct, Simon, Terman, Scott and 
Thorndike. A recent application of; these 
tests has been to substitute thein for 
entrance examination.- in colleges or tc 
add them to the regular examinations 
Experiments along this line have been 
made in a number of institutions, anion? 
them being Harvard where psychologic*' 
tests have been given before students an 
admitted to Kite graduate school of busi- 
ness administration. Results have beer 
good. 

"Opposition to psychological tests," 
says an editorial comment on the plan 
"has been largely overcome by the strik 
ing accuracy of the results in hundred.' 
and even thousands of cases. The Har- 
vard report shows that the authoritie 
could have used the Scott and Thurston- 
tests safely as a guide to the admissioi 
of students. Without exception thosr 
studenîts who passed the brief intellig- 
ence test with n high rank were later 
found to have grades distinctly above 
average in the work of the school, while 
practically every student who attained 
a low grade in the few minute of the 
tests was found in tlie regular slow pro- 
cess of the school to be unable to pro- 
fit by the instruction. Similar .results 
have been attained over and over in 
schools throughout <fhe United States." 

Colleges cannot hope to create abil 
ity; all they can do is develop latent 
potentialities. This being true, then- 
is no use in trying to develop some! hinp 
that doesn't exist to be developed. .Con- 
«equcnt'ly if tests arc dependable mea- 
sures of innate ability, they will rcsul' 
in real slaving. Thonugh they can by 
no means be the only guides for ad- 
mission, (they will at least be useful 
elements.

liy riglrt he chanced to see. He prac- 
'ceil this until his words filled what lis 
iw. They were made literally to show 
ind mean what he saw. They are the 
freshest, most ' vital, wind blown, dew 
•la'rkling words to be found anywhere 
'n modern literature. They arc not 
>dd, but simple words. 

The reading of poetry is a great help, 
'•ilz.ic is a marvelous student of human 
v.turo. And my own experience is that 
'here is no book equal in the Bible to 
each majesty, and simplicity of ex- 
pression. 

The chief thing is to learn to ajutak 
he truth and not to fear, but always 

i tell it, and not to mistake it fur mere 
acts out of which mere fiction and 

-andals arc made. The student will find 

is own heart his best tcxit book if he 
's willing to learn it. If he is 
••<it, it is a waste of time -trying : to 

vrite.

The prime requisite of success is 
to train oneself to think, to become ac- 
quainted with thought of a deeper nature 
than the •student is accustomed to relish. 
Wc must avoid indifference in the- mat- 
ter of world condition-s with which stu- 
dents will later have to do if we are 
going to give them proper equipment 
for life. — Daily Iowan.
